A circular lettcr hag heen issued by 
the Local Government Board to tho ranitary 
authorities in various districts England; 
enclosing copies-of a,memorandum which 
has beon prepared by the Bonrd’s Medical 
Oftiver with regard tu the risk of importing 
plagne into that country by means of plagne- 
infected rals on board sbips, and the steps 
which should be taken by Sanitary Authori- 
ties of serports with thy view of preventing 
the introduction of the disease in this way.

A NEW RECORD. 
America’s Export Trade,: 

‘The fisou year 1901 [ending June 503,” 
according to a report issued by the Treasury 
Department a few days age, ‘scems likely 
to exceed any preceding yearin its record 
of exports from the United States.’ The 
report continucs 3 — 

* The steady growth of our exports,fram 
$302,000,000 in 1870 to $835,000, 00 in 
1880, $1,000,000, 09 in 1892 and $1,394,- 
900,000 in 190 has been a subject of much 
attention aud mach faverablo comment ; 
but it seems that 100L is to surpass tho 
record nf the year 1900 and bring the 
export figure neafly, if not quite, to the 
billion and a half mark. Tho March isuport 
and export figures, just completed by the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistica, show a total 
exportation from the United States in tho 
ning months ending with March, 1901, of 
$1,140,170,728, or $86,540,032 iv excess of 
last year, which held the highest record in 
the history of our export trade, Another 
interesting fact developed by the March 
figures of onr foreign commorce is that im- 
porta seem likely:to sho» a decided decronso 
in 1991 as compared with 1900, whilo the 
‘exports are showing the incrense abova in- 
dieatect, “fhe figures of the nine months 
exding with March, 1901, show o decrease 
af $42,292,639 in the imports, 48 compared 
with thoge in the corresponding months of 
the preceding year, 6. ee 

“The farniera are apparently. the ehiof 
bencficiaries in this remarkable increase in 
our ex porte, and are in the fiscal year 1901 
sbowing greater gains in their exports than 


hore engaged in agriculture."
